Our forces at 
cnce increased to full speed and altered course 
to close the enemy, in the hope of bringing 
him to action. 

“A few minutes after noon four enemy 
cruisers were sighted hull down over the 
horizon. At 12:21 p.m. our advanced light 
units opened fire. The enemy cruisers replied, 
but almost immediately they turned: awa 
and retired: to the north-eastward at hig 
speed, under cover of smoke. $.. 


CHASE ABANDONED 


“At 12.50 p.m. two enemy battleships, 
accompanied by cruisers, were sighted. e 
battleships were one ship of the Littorio Class 
and one of the Cavour Class. 

‘The enemy heavy ships opened fire on our 
cruisers. Our slower units rapidly fell astern, 
but the battle cruiser Renown (Captain C. E. 
B. Simeon, R.N.). flying the flag: of Vice-

“Waves of enemy bombers also crossed the 
south-east coast for several hours to-night. 
The activity was on a much bigger scale than 
for some time. The raiders flew inland at a 
great height, and bombs were dropped in 
iwo rural districts. 

‘‘For over two hours enemy aircraft were 
crossing high over a midland town. They 
were harassed by very heavy A.-A. fire, and 
disappeared without dropping any bombs.

Moving a supplementary estimate of 
£5,099,181 for the Army, Mr. O. TRAYNOR 
said that the estimate was necessitated by 
the expansion of the Army, the employment 
aw a larger number of civilians, higher ex- 
penditure on ordinary stores, by increased 
deliveries of warlike stores, by additional 
equipment required for A.R.P. services, by 
the increased cost ot miscellaneous services, 
and by a special provision to purchase imedi- 
cal supplies to provide for civilian casualties 
in the case of air raids The revised figures 
included the direct cost of the recently- 
formed Construction Corps. 

In introducing the annual estimate it was 
stated that their capital commitments in re- 
spect of military and naval stores totalled on 
March 31, 1940. about £3,385,251; that pay- 
ments on foot of those commitments were 
approximately £727,815, and that against the 
outstanding liabilities they were providing in 
the estimate a sum of £460,651. These figures 
must now we revised. Their capital commit- 
ments in respect of such stores up to October

AIR ATTACK ON BRITISH 
NAVY

ROME, Thursday. 

“Our bomber formations and dive toe 200 
made several attacks on a considerable enemy 
naval force to the west of Malta towartls the 
end of this afternoon, says the Italian Stefani 
Agency to-night. Our aircraft dropped 
bombs of heavy and very heavy calibre and 
of high explosive force on the enemy units. 

“ Details of the results obtainetd in these 
actions are not yet known, but it is known 
that the bombing was effective,” the Agency 
claims. “The fighters which escorted our 
bombers in these very brilliant actions kept 
off fighters that came from an enemy aircraft 
carrier. The Italian bombers and fighters 
were masters of the situation.” 


H.M.S. BERWICK HIT 


“ All our aircraft returned safely from 
these operations. The only damage to our 
forces was to H.M.S. Berwick (Captain G. 
L. Warren, R.N.), which received two hits. 
The damage is slight, and the ship is ready 
for- service. In this ship one. officer and 
six ratings were killed, two ratings were 
seriously wounded and seven slightly 
wounded. Next-of-kin. of casualties are 
being informed as soon as possible. 

“ At 2.35 p.m. our forces were attacked 
by ten enemy bombers, escorted by fighters; 
but, owing to the action of our Fleet Air 
Arm fighters, no damage was sustained by 
any of our ships. 

‘At 4.40 p.m. our forces were again 
attacked by enemy aircraft. On this occasion 
the attack was made by 15 bombers in. three 
waves.

VIEWS AT ST. ANDREW'S 


OLD BOYS” UNION

HE St. Andrew’s College Old Boys’ 
Union annual dinner was held last 
night in the Dolphin Hotel, Dublin. 

Mr. M.H. Toppin, O.B.E., presided. Pro- 
fessor Bronté-Gatenby, proposing the toast 
St. Andrew’s College,” said that this 
time last year the school was facing a difficult 
future. This month Mr. J. E. Price (hon. 
treasurer) had given the Board of Governors 
an account of the position of the college. 
Real progress had been made, and the 
college had picked up wonderfully. Their 
present nes war a matter for congratula- 
tion. he college had been well run, and 
faced a bright future. Their headmaster, 
Mr. Southgate, was well liked and trusted 
by the boys and governors. 

Mr. P. J. Southgate, replying, said that 
as a nation they were not really interested 
in education. Nevertheless, they spent public 
money on it. He was amazed and embittered 
when he contrasted Scotland with this 
country. The Scots were justly called the 
best educated nation in these islands, Many 
of those great scholars whose names he 
venerated had gained their education at great 
sacrifice there, and were sons of the croft 
and the manse. Ireland was called the land 
of saints and scholars, and they were barely 
interested in education. Yet the need for 
education was never greater, Their private 
lives showed a great lack of interest in the 
y twin side of life, while publicly they 

isplayed a vast amount of muddle-headed 
thinking, contradiction and foolish oppression. 
They had a rigid censorship to preserve their 
morals, together with a licensed sweepstake 
and innumerable betting offices, In the name 
of religion, requests brought before the courts 
were refused with words of detestation and 
abhorrence; in the Court of Appeal this 
judgment was reversed in the name of law 
and commonsense. 

Education was the only remedy for this 
topsy-turvy state of affairs. They all knew 
how easily ill-educated people would accept 
without reserve most improbable stories, 
while rejecting well-known facts. They 
accepted this ridiculous state of things simply 
because they were not sufficiently educated 
to desire any other. 

The duty of schools was to foster a body 
of citizens who would not be swayed by 
blind impulse or the dictates of a party 
leader, but who would be accustomed to form 
judgments founded on experience brought by 
knowledge and education. For this cause the 
course of education must be free and untram- 
melled. 

The temptation to use the schools was 
well-nigh irresistible to any firmly entrenched 
party, but to do so was treason against the 
tate. It was a detestable thing that schools 
should be used to dessiminate political pro- 
paganda of any description, and a degradation 
of teacher and education alike. In such 
schools as had been forced to yield to this 
degradation, bigotry, racial hatred and other 
insidious doctrines were instilled, and the 
true cause of education was betrayed. 

At the present the school was sailing before 
a moderately fair wind, but there were 
dangerous breakers ahead. More than ever 
they wanted the support of the Old Boys. 
He wanted to know that the school was 
fighting now as always for those ideals, which 
belonged exclusively to no party, race or 
creed, but to the common heritage of their 
civilisation.

He re- 
mained about the house that day until 7.30 
p.m. and did not change his clothes. He 
went to Mickie Hopton’s at Ballyhillion for 
a bottle of milk. remained there about 
forty minutes, and or his way back at 9 
o’clock he met Pat Douglas, who gave him 
a naggin of whiskey he had sent for. When 
he got back he heard the mare rattling in 
the stable, and. as she was sick, he took her 
out and walked her about for half an hour. 

The statement further said that a slight 
cut on the left side of his upper lip he 
thought he got when shaving. annah was 
his second cousin. He did not go to Hannah’s 
house that day. as he and his wife were to 
have gone there the next day. 


SMEARS OF BLOOD 


Dr. John Magrath, State Pathologist, said 
that he found sixteen wounds on Hannah 
Doherty’s head, in each case the wounds were 
to the bone. A stone would have caused 
them. The base of the skull was fractured, 
and the nose bridge broken. She was 
pregnant, and in his opinion had previously 
borne a child. Trousers he examined had 
numerous spots and smears-of blood. A large 
patch with blood seemed to have been soaked in 
water, which could have been caused by the 
wearer walking through grass. The blood

Superintendent eaphy stated that he 
arrested Doherty on April 27th. In a state- 
ment Doherty said: ‘‘I used to ceilidhe at 
her house a couple of times a week.” On 
the occasion he met Hannah outside the house 
of Sarah Logue he saw a man with a bicycle 
near Doherty’s house, and said he would go 
no further. “ If they met me and you on 
the road what would they say?” he asked. 
Hannah replied: ‘‘ Please yourself.” He 
never met her by appointment. 

Sergeant Flanagan said that when Doherty 
was asked to account for a piece of clothing 
found near an ash-heap, he replied that they” 
were clothes of his brother who died of ‘con- 
“ES and were burned. 

itness said that the death certificate of 
Doherty’s brother showed that he had died 
of chronic bronchitis. 

The case for the prosecution closed. The 
hearing was adjourned until to-day.

Men now avoided treatment because 
they would lose their jobs and impoveris! 
their families, Independent hospitals were 
without cohesion, and the State stuck to Its 
Unions, where they had the diseased, aged 


and destitute under one roof. The remedy lay 
with. ordinary people, doctors and nurses 
forming a co-operative organisation indepet- 
dent of the State. i
